- The second class in the bureaucracy, among 
whom are to be found most of the men occupy- 
ing political posts just below the top, consists of 
voung arrivistes, who are enthusiastic Bolsheviki 
because of thé material success of Bolshevism. It 
is these men who make the regime so odious in 
many ways. With them must be reckoned the 
‘army of policemen, spies and secret agents, large- 
ily inherited from the Czarist times, who make 
/their profit out the fact that no one can live ex- 
| cept by breaking the law. This aspect of Bol- 
shevism is exemplified by the Extraordinary Com- 
(mission, a body practically independent of the 
‘Government, possessing its own regiments, which 
| are better fed than the Red army. This body has 
the power of imprisoning any man or woman 
‘without trial, on such charges as speculation or 
/counter-revolutionary activity. It has shot thou- 
sands without trial, and, though it has now nom- 
inally lost the power of inflicting the death pen- 
alty, it is by no means certain that it has alto- 
gether lost it in fact.

Bertrand Russell is a grandson of Lord John Russell and heir presumptive to his 
brother, the present Earl Russell. During the war his pactfistic principles antagon- 
ized the British Government and an anti-conscription pamphlet caused him to be fined. 
He wrote a letter to President Wilson in 1916, which was smuggled into this country, | 
urging that he bring about peace in Europe.

NE of the first things that I discovered 
O after passing the red flag which marks the 

frontier of Soviet Russia, amid a desolate 
region of marsh, pine wood and barbed wire en- 
tanglements, was the profound difference between 
the theories of actual Bolshevia and the version 
of those theories current among advanced So- 
Cialists in this country. 

Friends of Russia here think of the dictator- 
ship of the proletariat as merely a new form of 
representative government, in which only work- 
ingmen and women have votes and the constitu- 
encies are partly occupational, not geographical. 
They think that “proletariat” means “proletari- 
at,” but “dictatorship” does not quite mean ‘“‘dic- 
This is the opposite of the truth. 
When a Russian Communist speaks of the dic- 
tatorship, he means the word literally, but when 
he speaks of the proletariat he uses the word ina 
Pickwickian sense. He means the ‘“class-con- 
scious” part of the proletariat—i. e., the Com- 
munist party. He includes people by no means 
proletarian (such as Lenine and Tchitcherin), 
who have the right opinion, and he excludes such

A forbearing policy is not the 
proper one for the deliberate enemy 
of our institutions. He is of the kind 
that knows conditions abroad and 
here. The difference between autoc- 
racy and democrecy is well marked 
in his mind. He is opposed to gov- 
ernment in any form, and he hates 
eurs because it appeals to those 
whom he would convert to his creed, 
Any policy of terrorism is fuel to his 
flame of anarchy. Those whom he 
seeks to arouse, in time, realize the 
difference between his and their 
mental attitude, so that when the 
law lays hand upon his wilful men- 
ace to government, the purpose of it 
becomes plain tothem. Official] con- 
tempt for the law isa harmful exhi- 
bi@on to our people. Itis difficult to 
follow the reasoning of anyone who 
would seek to make an issue of the 
question of law-enforcement. The 
executive obligation, both national 
and State, on assuming the oath of 
office is to “preserve, protect and 
defend the Constitution of the Unit- 
ed States.” The Constitution on its 
essence, is the license and limitation 
given to and placed upon the law- 
making body. The legislative branch 
of government is subjected to the 
rule of the majority. The public of- 
ficial who fails to enforce the law is 
an enemy both to the Constitution 
and to the American principle of ma- 
jority rule. It would seem quite un- 
necessary for any candidate for the 
presidency to say that he does not 
intend to violate his oath of office. 
Anyone who is false to that oath is 
more unworthy than the law violator 
himself. 

Morals cannot easily be produced 
by statute. The writ of injunction 
should not be abused. Intended as a 
safeguard to person and property, it 
could easily by abuse ce-se to be the 
protective device it was intended to 


be. 
The Rights of Labor. 

Capital develops into large units 
without violence to public sentiment 
or injury to public interest—the same 
principle should not be denied to la- 
bor. Collective bargaining through 
the means of representatives select- 
ed by the employer and employe re- 
spectively, will be helpful, rather 
than harmful to the general interest. 
Besides, there is no ethicar objection 
that can be raised to it. We should 
not, by law, abridge a man's right 
either to Jabor or to quitqhis employ- 


yal

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ONG ago—as Chicago history runse—a num 

ber of persons judged that the time was 

opportune to bring about a violent change 
in the political and economic institutions of the 
United States. Anyone who cares to look back 
in the newpaper files will find that {t was a 
period of unrest, with strikes and turmofl and 
much talk of revolution. One lowering afternoon 
a company of policemen went to disperse an un- 
authorized meeting. Somebody threw a bomb 
among them, killing several. Of those who were 
tried and convicted as accessories to that crime, 
some were hanged and some sent to prison. 

The passion which those things provoked re- 
mained for months after the legal sentence was 
carriec out. The town, excepting an inconsider- 
able minority, didn’t propose that its political 
and economic institutions should be destroyed by 
any inconsiderable minority—grimly proposed, 
on the contrary, that whoever attempted it should 
feel a heavy hand. It was an ill time for revo- 
lutionists. 

One man upon whom suspicion and odium fell 
heavily was Dr. Friedrich Metzlein. e@ was not 
charged with any criminal complicity in the bomb 
throwing, for there was no evidence of that. 
But he was known to hold anarchistic doctrines. 
He was on friendly terms with some of the men 
who were implicated. He supplied money and his 
own services for the defense of all of them. He 
was said to be an able physician and he had en- 


, Joyed a lucrative practice on the South Side. The 
affair ruined him financially and professionally, 


and he disappeared. It was given out that he 
had left the city. 

About 4:30 one mild November afternoon two 
reporters lIeft the old Chicago Avenue Police 
Station, walking side by side at a leisurely pace, 
They had gone some 
distance when a man with a large, well-filled mar- 
ket basket on his arm strode rapidly past them 
and—a few steps farther on—turned to the left 
into an intersecting street. Whereupon one of 
the reporters touched the other’s arm and said: 
“That's Metziein. He's shaved off his beard, but 
it's Metzlein. I'm sure of it.’ 

So the reporters themselves turned up that in- 
tersecting street, keeping the figure’ ahead with a 
market basket on its arm, under their eyes. The 
figure went briskly up the six steps that led to 
a dingy door, let itself in with a latch key and 
disappeared. 

Naturally, Metzlein, up in that shabby North 
Side district, with a well-filled market basket on 
his arm and letting himself in with a latch key, 
was something to think about. One of the re- 
porters was named Nicholas Crissman, and he had 
plenty to think about anyway. 
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For some five years he had been on the staff | 


of the Evening Bulletin. He wanted to write 
and we-—in the local room. of the Bulletin— 
thought he couldn't; at least not as things should 
be written for a live Chicago newspaper.

clared. 

The Premier, according to Car- 
lisle, through one of his assistants, 
replied that until the invitation 
came direct from the Sinn Fein and 
the details were made clearer, there 
could not be a meeting. 

Long Has Sought Compromise. 

Carlisle, who is.a former director 
of the shipbuilding firm of Harland 
& Wolff, is not a Sinn Feiner, but 
|\for many years has been active in 
trying to bring about a c¢com- 
promise between the demands. of 
radical Irishmen, and the Govern- 
ment of Great Britain. ® 

Following the reception of a re- 
ply to his offer, Carlisle said he at- 
tended, in the West End of London, 
Orangemen, southern conservatives, 
Sin Feiners and several English- 
men, who again charged him 
the task of attempting. to bring the 
Sinn Feiners and the British Gov- 
ernment together. 

Another letter addressed to the 
Premier this week again brought 
what Carlisle described as an eva- 
sive reply, whereupon Carlisle today 
wrote a long letter to Lloyd George 
in which he charges the present Gov- 
ernment with being indirectly _re- 


sponsible for the state of affairs in | 


Ireland. 

“By refusing to meet leaders of

In 99 cases out of a hundred, I 
venture to state, those who have 
failed with the overlap have done 
sr0 because of some imperfection in 
the arrangement of their fingers and 
hands. IT have seen quite useful am- 
ateur players who think they have 
acquired the overlapping grip leave 
huge gaps between the fingers of 
both hands and wonder why unde- 
sirable things happen to the ball 
when it is far away in midair. 

Keep Your Fingers Close. 


Your fingers must be close togeth- 


.er in this grip or it fs not possible 


to get that all-one-hand feel as you 
swing your club. Another important 
thing to notice is that the thumb 
of your right hand is firmly, but not 
strainedly, pressed against the root 
of the forefinger. Pay particular at- 
tention to this point. Get hold of 
your driver, take it on the full jour- 
ney of an upswing, until the club 
has reached the horizontal, that is, 
and then stop there.

first part of your grip ts all right. 

When you have got the left hand 
accurately placed the right hand will 
fit in nice and easily, just as if the 
overlapping method was the only 
possible natural way of taking hold of 
a club. Moreover, as you are prob- 
ably aware, the left hand is the guid- 
Ing hand at golf, and, therefore, the 
Placing of it is a matter of tremen- 
dous importance. You cannot go far 
wrong with it if you will place it on 
the club In the manner I have pointed 
out 

Summing Up of Grips. 

Avoid getting the left hand knuckles 

underneath the club, or you will slice 


for a certainty. 

Here is my summing up of the 
grips: 

Place your left hand on the driver 
with the thumb pointing to the back 
of the head, and in such manner that. 
while addressing the tell, you can see 
the knuckles of your first three fin- 
gers. 

The little finger of your right hand 
should overlap the forefinger of your 
left hand: the right thumb should be 
pointing to the face of the clubhead 
and held closely to the forefinger so 
as to shut up the webbing between 
thumb and forefinger. 

All the fingers should be closed to- 


golf 


gether, and when you have done that  Abbetmeter, 


your two hands will feel like one. 

It is a common practice among 
players to turn the head of the club 
away from the ball before starting 
the upswing. To do that is not nec- 
essary if you use the grip I have 
described. 


Turning 
head over at the start of the swing 


is merely a method of remedying 
‘fault which generally takes the shape 
of getting the knuckles of the left 
‘hand too far underneath the club. 
This leads to a further point in the 
‘matter of the importance of naving 
your left and guiding hand placed 
round the club correctly 

What Happens to Your Wrists. 
Should vou place your left knuckles 
beneath the shaft, you will find that, 
in order to take the strain of making 
ithe stroke through your wrist lat- 
erally. as you should, you must turn 
the face of the club away from the 
ball directly you start to take the 
elub upward. 

That is about the only possible 
remedy for the complaint you are 
suffering from. through having 
| placed your hands on the club in a 
wrong manner. The turning of the 
‘wrists is the desperate remedy for a 
| desperate disease. 

If your left knuckles are under- 
| neath you have got to do something 
very quickly in order to ensure that 
‘he face of your club will not return 
'to the ball in sueh manner as will 
| compel a pronounced slice. Aa 
/have said, the turning of the wrists 
‘is a cure for a complaint; burt why 
lon earth should you suffer from the 
| complaint when it can be avoided so 
| easily? 

All you have to do {ts place your 
left hand correctly at the start, and 
you will find that the face of your 
‘elub will be square with the intended 
line of light when it arrives at the 
ball. 
~rintfmizing the Tendency to Error. 
You may take it that the slicing 
hand is the left, just as the hooking 
hand ts the right You cannot slice 
with the left and hook with the right 
‘in the same stroke, but unless you 
hold the club correctly either one 
hand or the other will hold sway. 

For what sort of grip, therefore. 
should you aim? The one which will 
| produce harmony of purpose and ef- 
fect between both hands.

Reference already has been made to Singleton’s ap- 
pointment as Chief of the st.

St. Louis Ordnance District,” etc.

Japan and China offered their well-known pictoria! 
beauties to the unrolling feet of- film: Java, with its 
volcanoes, gave a few thrilling moments in the crater 
of the great angry Broma, a glimpse or two of what 
life hereafter might be. 

It was in Borneo and New Guinea, however, that the 
real chances for catching the unusual came. Civiliza- 
tion has not progressed far in the remote parts oj 
these lands. The primitive passions that lirk under 
the skins of all of us are part of everyday proced- 
ure. Torture, murder and the unlimited sway of lust 
guide the rites and lives of these strange and terrible 
races. Curiously, though, in their grotesqueness and 
frightfulness, like beasts, they are at times gentile, lov 
ing and graceful. There is always something in the 
study of primitive races that frightens one when he 
turns the microscope and scrutinizes his own soul 

“The Borneo dandy,” said Laemmie, “must go out 
and cut off a few heads before he can get a young lady 
to cast favorable dark eyes at him.

“The Seong Dyaks, or head hunters, are in the 
very central part of Borneo. The hardest thing 
about them is finding them. Believe me, it was 
a wild trip. We went up the Barita River from 
Randger-Massin.

“we could we used the smali steambeat: but 
presentiv the river became so sWampy and 
clogged with logs and other floating debris that 
we abandoned the launch and took to the light 
native praus. At the upper end we were at 
times forced to get out in order to cut a passage 
for our praus through the tangle of log and scum 
that blocked the river. It was the rainy season. 
We were either drenched by torrents or forced to 
wull one boat after another from tbe unbelievably

Your legs would be cov- 
ered with them, all busy—it was impossible to pul!

They gave us some won- 
derful stuff, pulled off a ceremony in their Sacred Hol- 
low Mountain, where no white man had ever set foot 
before, and eutertained us so rovaliv that it became 
a bit overpowering. We, it seems, while we were with 
them, must be Dvaks: and being a Dvak is a strenu- 
ous process at times 

“The Dvak is a powerful negro, but not as large 
as | had imagined. He has many pretty little customs. 
such as torturing buffaloes to make sure of a plentiful 
amgunt of tood tor next year, of shooting vou with 
his sumpitan or blowpipe, with darts tipped with tbe

“She Dyak dances are extraordinary affairs. and 
that’s where we came in. We were requested to join 
the fantastic measures and exhibit our agility. 

“There are the fierce and rather graceful sword 
dances, mock attack and defense. Their swords are 
beautifully carved, made of tempered steel, inlaid, and 
decorated with tufts of human hair. 

“The ironwood stick dances are the ones that almost 
feazed us. On both sides of you they pound with 
these sticks of extremely hard wood. You dance be- 
tween, and it takes a high degree of litheness to keep 
from getting a leg or an arm broken. .We danced al! 
day and all night, but fortunately came out with our 
skeletons unimpaired. 

“The head dance is the most picturesque of all. This 
is performed by a woman. The village gathers to- 
gether in the outer portion or gallery of one of the 
Dyak huts. These are built up on sticks to keep them 
from the moisture. It is might and the circle is lit by 
the dim flare of curious lamps burning beche de mer 
varnish. The natives form in tiers about an open 
center, and to the beating of tom-toms the woman 
rushes out holding up a grimacing severed head. She 
writhes and twists, slowly at first, then faster and 
faster, working herself into a frenzy, until she drops 
exhausted. The drums continue. The Dvaks sprinkle 
rice upon her. This is supposed to revive her spirits 
After a while she begins again to dance, and this is 
repeated until finally she falls completely exhausted, 
with the head still clutched im her hand, and is carried 
away. 

“The effect of this performance is weird and terri- 
fying, with the ugly black faces, peering from the half- 
light, the sinuous movements of the woman's body and 
the horrible dead lips and eves of the head above her. 

“Udai, the chief, presented us with a °00-pound idol, 
which we promised to take carefully home with us. 
Now, if anything goes wrong in that particular trib>, 
the absent idol and our humble selves will be blamed; 
for taboos play a large part in the life of the Dyaas, 
and we were lucky indeed that we did noi become taboo 
during our visit. In such event, our heads might new 
be decorating the walls of some young Dyak dandvy’s 
home. 

“To pay a visit to the cannibals of New Guinea we 
took a graceful little two-mast scliooner with a Matay 
skipper and a Malay crew. The Dutch authorities had 
told us that we could proceed into the interigr of New 
Guinea only at our own risk, that the natives were not 
to be trusted. We had our cameras, however, and 
werent worried. 

“Our Malay skipper trusted to foresight and a bottle 
of cognac to get us to our destination. Other methods 
of navigation were unnecessary and unknown. 

“Presently the cognac proved too much for our 
valiant skipper. We struck a reef off the coast, and 
the ship began to sink. Fortunately). we were hear 
enough shore to get off successtuily We thought of 
our moving-picture outfit first, and got that ashore 
Then. when we had taken off what other still we 
could, we looked around. 

“We could see spears and heads, adorned with ex- 
quisite bird-of-paradise plumes, bobbing among the 
bushes. Then they were out and at us. Huge savages, 
most of them over six feet tall, practically naked, with 
ivory tusks run through their noses, and faces made 
hideous by scars, they stood there and glured at us 
We managed to pacify them by explanations and olters 
of gifts of tobacco, and established ourselves in a hut 
en the shore

They explained that on the whole they preferred 
the meat of Chinamen to that of white men, 80 
perhaps that had something to do with our suc- 
cess in keeping ourselves from their tables 
“This is a strange and in mans was revolt- 
ing race.

OTHING perhaps is more common, in 
superficial discussion of the apparently 
magical practices of the Hindoos, than 
to confound the Yogis and the Fakirs 
and their performances as One and the 
same. Nothing, however, could be more 
inischievous to those who would sincere- 
intelligently acquaint themselves with those

The tact is that the two are ag far apart as the poles. 
rhe latter are merely practitioners of clever juggling 
and sleight-of-hand tricks, bewildering and inexplicable 
‘oO the uninitiated spectator, but really quite primitive in 

.their simplicity, The former, on the other hand, are 
gified with extraordinary powers, both physical and 
spiritual, acquired through the diligent and reverent 
practice of Yoga. 
in this practice, when one has become able to direct 
his mind to any particular object and to fix and hold 
it there for a Jong time, separating the external objec: 
from its internal quality, so that its form has vanishea 
and only its meaning remains in mind—when this is 
accomplished, many occult powers, or Siddhis, come to 
his control, These powers, however, interesting and 
fascinating as they may seem to others, are really ob- 
stiutictions to his progress in meditation, since they tend 
to turn the mind outward, toward external objects. 
Consequentiy, the aspirant to spiritual knowledge does 
not desire them, and when they come to him unsought 
und unasked, he prefers to reject them, or at any rate 
to leave them unused, since through such renuncia- 
tion he will attain the higher spirituality. If he yields 
to the temptation to seek and acquire them. and to 
practice them, his further progress is barred. 
There are, it is true, those who vield to the tempta- 
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burying

tion aud thus make me)chandise of their extraordinary 
powers, though by thus doing they forfeit their real 
spiritna) advancement. 
go the ordeal of being buried alive, to be taken up 
wee's ufterward and found still living. Such feats can 
be performed only by those who have diligently prac- 
ticed Pranayama, or 1egulation of the breath. Thus 
they acquire the faculty of abstainine for a long time 
from eating or drinking or even breathing, 
and become quite insensible to external im- 
pressions. Those who have mastered this art 
can stop the motion of the heart and arteries 
at will, and thus can apparently die and «ome 
to life again. 

A notable example of such performances 
was witnessed years ago in the Punjab by 
Dr. McGregor, who des: rihbed it in an official 
report. The Yogi, whom Dr. McGregor re- 
terred to as a Fair, arrived at Lahore and 
offered to let himself be buried alive for any 
length of time, inclosed in a wooden box, with- 
out food or drink. Accordingly he was placed 
in a wooden box, which was placed in a small 
apartment underground. The lid of the box 
was secured with lock and key. Covering the 
tomb was a garden house, which was likewise 
locked up. Outside of this was.a high wa’, 
and this was patrolled day 
and night by sentries to 
prevent anyone from  ap- 
proaching the tomb. Thus 
the Fakir was kept buried 
for 40 days and 0»nights 
Then, in the presence of 
the Maharajab and a num 
ber of his Sirdars, and 
several British  oliicers 
the tomb was opened. The 
bricks and mortar were re- 
moved from the gateways 
in the wall, which had 
thus been sealed up; the 
garden house was un 
locked, the underground 
apartment opened = and 
finally the box was un 
locked and opened. The 
Fakir was found in a si! 
ting posture, covered wit): 
a white sheet. He was 
taken out and subjected 
to a process of resuscita- 
tion. Warm water was 
poured upon his head and 
then a hot cake of atta was 
placed upon the crown. A 
plug of wax was removed 
from one nostril, where- 
upon he began to breathe 
strongly through that side 
of his nose. Soon the pulse 
became perceptible at the 
wrist, and the temperature 
of the body became por- 
mal. Soon he attempted to 
speak, at first in a tone 
so low as scarcely to be 
audible, but presently in a 
natural tone, and then his 
restoration to animation 
was complete.

But most such performances are by Fakirs, and are 
sheer deception. It is true, a man is placed in a box, 
or coffin, and buried in an open field, where the 
grave is carefully watched. At the appointed time, 
weeks or months later, the grave is opened and the 
man is found alive and well. The explanation is sim- 
ple. The interment is in an open field, and the grave 
is watched to mate sure that it is not opened or 
tampered with in any way. But in the adiacent 
woodland, not many yards away, there is a large, 
hollow tree, and it is connected with the grave by 
atunne!. The buried Fal ir, as soon as the earth 
is heaped above him, crawls through the tunnel, 
emergcs into the tree, and either lives there or 
esvapes thence to some other hiding place until 
the time sect for his resurrection. Then he crawls 
back to the crave, where he is duly found, 
and well. 

The so-called “mango trick” is one of the most 
fumiliar, and seems to be quite supernatural, yet 
it is in fact nothing but a clever bit of prestidigi- 
tution. 

The Fakir first exbibits a mango seed, 
buries it in the earth of a flower pot. Over this 
he spreads a shawl and makes a few mysterious 
passes underneath it with*his hands. Ruising 
the shawl], a little mango plant is seen just burst- 
ing through the surface of the soil. Again, after 
poring some water upon if, the shaw] is spread 
over it, more passes with the bands are made, 
and the shaw! is flung off to show a plant a foot 
high, with moist green leaves. ‘The ex 
planation is that during the first series 
of passes with his bands over the con 
ceuled flower pot, the Fakir buries in 
fie earth the plant, which, dry and 
shriveled, he had concealed, rolled into 
a ball, in the palm of his hand. The ap 
plication of the water revives it, and in 
a few minutes it unfolds, straightens up 
and seems to have just grown from the 
seed. 

The basket trick is another common 
performance of the Fakirs. In this a 
small child is placed in an oblong Dbas- 
ket, strapped or tied so tightly that it 
cannot eseape, and a lid placed over it. 

Then a sword is thrust 

through the basket and 

withdrawn dripping with

OREST PARK has been a source of in- 
estimable amounts and endless varieties of 
pleasures to the people of this city, but 
there is reason to believe it never has 


since it opened a few of its abundant 
acres to vacation campers from the con- 
gested districts. 

Deep in a secluded grove, hardly visible from Wells 
drive, it# avenue of approach, along a ridge back 
in the trees, the Red Cross has been permitted to 
‘rect, outfit and superintend two rows of tents and 
i dining and cookin«e pavilion in which to entertain 
‘ertain guests of the society’s selection and the City 
Recreation Department has installed a playground 
ind provided a _ supervisor The first choice of 
euests are those who have been patrons of the 
ommunity kitehens established during the war by 
he Food Conservation Committee, under the leader- 
ship of Mrs. Eugene Senseney. This enterprise has 
since been ta'en over by the local Red Cross as 
peace-time work, still under the direction of Mrs. 
Sensene\, with Mrs. Jon Gorse as superintendent. 

The patrons of the community kitchens are prin- 
cipally children whose mothers are emploved away 
from home during the day, and others, not only chil- 
dren, but whole families, who have been discovered 
by the municipal visiting nurses to be undernourished. 
A visiting nurse bolds two baby clinics a week at the 
camp. Other charity organizations, as well, contrib- 
ute lists from which invitations are made out. 

At any rate, the guests are all persons who would 
not otherwise have a summer outing. Many of them 
ure tinable to pay of cents a day for adults and 42 
cents a day for children, which is the charge for 
board and lodging, and so are allowed to pay what 
they can or come as free guests. They are from crowd- 
ed seciions of the city, where large families live in 
small. hot, breathless quarters, where never a tree or 
au blade of grass, and searcely a patch of sky, is 
visible. 

Over on another hillside is a camping ground 
for automobile tourists, some of whom travel great 
distances and see far more of the country than they 
could from a railroad train. But to this other group 
of campers the journey out to the park via the United 
Railways seems a great undertaking in the way of 
travel, judging by the amount of bags and other 
luggage they bring. 

And just imagine the «bange of acene and air! The 
quiet or the music of the sounds by day and the 
strangeness of the sounds by night from the direc- 
tion of.the Zoo, compared to the jangie of traffie and 
city noises; the great open spaces: the difference in 
temperature under the shade of the whispering trees; 
the difference between living under the open sky and 
the close confinement of tenement walls: the dilfer- 
ence between a playground on a dusty common and 
this one in the deep grass; the difference between 
wholesome, abundant meals, all ready to be eaten, and 
meals in which there is always the element of un- 
certainty! 
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\irs. Brennan, the matron emploved by the Red 
Cross, says the guests are generally somewhat stunned 
when they first arrive. -nd there is not a littl home- 
sic' pess among new arrivals before a little adjust- 
nent takes place. 
"00, not more than i'r at a time have responded te 
the invitations this summer, th'is because people have 
become so accustomed to restriction that they ap- 
proach momentary freedom with timidity. 


Some of them have the greatest diffieulty in shed- 
ding accustomed resnonsibilities and fetters in the 
wav of clothes and trappings. and new arrivals are to 
be distinguished by their stiffness of attitude and at- 
tire. But they are quiekiv initiated by those who. in a 
dav or two, have berome acclimated: by the sight of 
other youngsters romping together, clambering over 
the playground avwperatus, boys and girts alike at- 
tired in “coveralls” supplied by the Red Cross: and 
b\ mothers taking their «zee in comfortable bungalow 
uprons. Then families forget to quarrel and mothers 
forget to seold their «hildren. On the day of my visit 
au family was pointed ont whose father had been driv- 
en out of his head and atrempted his own destruction 
because of incessant wrangling and nagging in his 
home His children here were the jolliest and the 
mother the most placid looking among the 
whole crowd. 


As Mrs. Powls, matron in charge of the 1° 
-olored section of the camp—a social work- 
er of rare accomplishment among her own EXT” 
people, one is told—observing two young a. 


‘olored girls got up as if for a “swell affair,” 
in white dresses and gay ribbons, standing suloof and 
somewhat critical, expressed it: | 

“It is interesting to watch them unfold, to respond. 
In another day the chief difficulty with them will 
be to restrain their high spirits. The necessity of 
self-control, of quiet. is the thing | have to instill into 
my children. | insist upon repose and to enforce tits 
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| have them lie down and take a siesta every day afier 
lunch. One of the causes of undernourishment is lack 
of rest. Excitement and improper food, rather than 
insufficient food, are the «auses of 75 per cent of the 
colored children being under 
weight.” 

Groups of children with- 
out parents, under the 
ehaperonage of a community 
kitehen Manager, ocrupy 
tents grouped together. Fach 
family unit has a tent to 
itself, stored with their nu- 
merous belongings and fur 
nished with cots and blan- 
kets, where they repair soon 
after nightfall. But at otber 
times, at the first streak of 
dawn, they are all outside, 
just playing about, waiting 
for the summons to weals, 
or eongregating in gossip- 
ing groups in the center of 
the cirele. Mothers who 
have been accustomed to 
have their every moment 
crowded with domestic du- 
tiles are seen to be doing 
nothing but sitting, sitting, 
fazing into the trees, listen- 
ing to strange bird notes 
and generally silent except 
for comment upon these 
strange phenomena of na- 
ture. 

“I would be bored to 
death without lots to do. 
either work or amusement,” 
‘ommented Mrs. Brennan. Hut these mothers, by the 
smiles upon their faeces, are not bored. Mothers and 
children alike, except for some of the boys of more 
adventurous spirit, are content to remain in the space 
allotted to the camp, a trip to the Zoo seeming to 
satisfy their curiosity about the other manifold af- 
trations of the park. 

Adventurous small boys and others who are in- 
«lined to unruliness are restrained from tbe slightest 
infraction of any necessary restriction by the simple 
threat that their stay will be cut short and the in- 
surrectionist sent home. It hasn't beem necessary to 
put this threat into effect once. Indeed, the few rules— 
snuebh as promptness and clean hands and faces at meal 
time, “clean plates” at the end of the meal, a shower 
bath im midafternoon, quiet after bedtime—and other 
regulations are embraced so eagerly as to be lost 
sight of as rules. The bath is greeted as one of the 
principal frolics of the day. Quiet and cleanliness are 
matters of competition and regard for the rights of 
others is the ruling spirit of the camp. 

The superior orderliness this season is accounted 
for im a mersure by the new system of a central 
diming room and kitchen and the provision of meals 
ready prepared. Last year, the experimental vear, each 
separate family was allowed to do its own cooking

“Yes, | do,” replied Mr. Singleton, without hesita- 
tion, and he began to give his reasons. Coming from 
aman who had been a fariner boy, the youngest of LO) 
children in a family with only limited means and who 
by his own exertions has become a munufacturer, cap- 
italist. bank director and president of the Missouri 
State Life Insurance Co., the discussion was worth 
hearing. 

“For every opportunity that there was in the busi- 
ness world 25 years ago, there are a thousand today,” 
declared Singleton. “Never in all the history of busi- 
ness has there been a time when brain power was in 
such demand. Managers are seeking for young men 
of initiative and capacity as | have never seen before 
in my 50 years of experience. 

“But [ don't want to give the impression that a 
young man need not be ambitions in order to go 
ahead, for these opportunities are not handed out on 
a silver platter. With hardly an exception, they come 
as the result of hard work. 

“| believe that one of the principal factors in any 
men's success is his selection of his associates. Good 
associates are a good asset. And | am a firm be- 
liever in the old-fashioned doctrine of getting up early 
in the morning, if you have work to do. No business 
man ever set the world on fire by sleeping late in the 
morning. No, the man who really intends to succeed 
in life will start the day's work early, and with a de- 
termination to accomplish more than he did the day 
before.” 

Although Singleton moved to St. Louis about 26 
years ugo, and was the dominant force in a large in- 
dustry upon the east side of the river for a long time, 
his name did not become familiar to newspaper read- 
ers until after July 29, 1918, when he was selected by 
the War Department to be chief of the St. Louis Ord- 
nance Disirict. The record of this district in its brief 
histors of about three months was an 
Louis and to its manager. 

The man whose energy, whose skill in organization 
and whose determination played such a distinguished 
part in furnishing ammunition and other ordnance 
for the defeat of the German barbarians was born Jan. 
6, 1872, upon a farm in Ellis County, near Waxahachie, 
Tex. The log cabin was one which the elder Singleton 
had built when he settled in Texas at the close of the

The nearest school miles distant from the 
farm, und although Singleton was to get the greater 
part of his education in that school which has so many 
famous alumni, the “university of experience,” he 
trudged many weary miles in covering the ground be- 
tween home and schoolhouse. His ambition for “book 
learning’ developed early. 

Meanwhile, in so large a family there were many 
mouths to feed, and everybody had to work. The fu- 
ture ordnance chief worked away patiently on his fa- 
ther’s farm, and the passion to learn about things never 
left him. By asking questions, and by reading such 
literature as came in his way, young Singleton gained 
for himself a knowledge of agriculture, including 
Southern crops and livestock in general, which, under 
the cireumstanees,.was little short of remarkable 

But. like many farm boys, he became impatient of 
what seemed the duli routine, the small chance of a 
“career” or even of @ really good living on the farm 
The opportunities seemed too limited. Yet, if he had 
but known it, the foundations of his success had been 
laid in those toilsome years on the farm.

At .he age of 17 years, Singleton had finished all the 
fo ‘mal education he ever was to receive. Leaving the 
farm. his first employment was as a clerk in a Waxa-

Hit there was still the chance to learn, not about 
farmitg this time, but about human nature.

got himself a job as “o'fice boy, weigher and general 
roustabout” in a cotton warehouse and cotton seed oi! 
mill. He now received $55.a month and all the in- 
formation about the cotton seed industry which it was 
possible to extract from a rather well-informed body 
of customers. 

Presently another firm in the cotton seed oil business 
offered him the job of shipping clerk at $75 a month, 
which was accepted, Singleton and his mother being 
very happy over this event. Later on, the Fort Worth 
Cotton Oil Co. sent for him, to offer $2000 a year. The 
mother told young Singleton that now he “should be 
satisfied,’ end that she Lonel he never would ma’é¢ 
another chauge. 

When he told her thar he $5000 a year as 
his goal, Mrs. Singlton declared his ambition was “‘im- 
possible.” Singleton reached his goal, not many years 
afterward, but by that time his motler was dead. 

By the first years of the new century, Singleton had 
accumulated what was considered to be a moderate 
fortune in those days. But as each tusk Was arcom- 
plished, another opportunity tor serving the community

and making some money tor himself seemed to coment 
once : 

In 190°, against the advice of his friends in the 
business world, Singleton came north to organize the 
East St. Louis Cotton Oil Co. Some of the best friends 
of Singleton and his partner, Winfield Scott, said they 
were “crazy” to build a cotton seed oil mill so far 
from the cotton fields. But the two partners replied 
that it was closer to the feeders of livestock and began 
the erection of their mill , 

Then in June, 1905, came a big rise in the Mississippi 
River, which engulfed many thousands of feet of lum- 
ber purchased to build the plant, and the swollen wa- 
ters of the river floated these. planks far and near. 
It looked like an overwhelming disaster for the new 
enterprise. 

“Let's go back to Texas!” 
disgust. “let's leave-this 
our mill in Texas.”

said Scott, in wrath and

Hut practically all the money 
that Sinzle‘on had in world was tied up in this 
cotton oi! enterprise, and in the form of various-sized 
planks much of it was flonting down the river. At 
the height of the flood, and on an eveuing when the 
rain poured steadily, Singleton decided to stick. 

In the morning he bought a gasoline launch.

also 


a little fleet of rowboats, hired a gan 
of huskies whom he found on the levee. 
and started to the rescue of his lun 
ber. Plank by plank the lumber was 
found by the men in the rowboats, who 
searched every bayou and every bac 
water, and tied the hiunber into smal 
rafts. Singleton and his motor boat 
towed these rafts to the site of the par- 
tially built plant, in this way salvaging 
more than a million feet of lumber. 

At the time of the flood the mill represented an in- 
vestment of $125,000. When it was sold to Armour & 
Co. in 1918 it had grown to be the largest cotton seed 
oil mill in the world, and the deal was one involving 
several millions of dollars 

But several years before the sale of the mill. Sin- 
gleton had made a most important contrib: tion to hu- 
man knowledge, by devising machinery and methods 
to extract the fiber from cot.on seed hulls. after the 
oil has been removed. The price of “linters.” which 
are removed from the seed before it goes throngh the 
oil mill, had been advancing steadily since the out- 
brak of the war, becatse the “linters” are a valuable 
ingredient in manufacturing explosives 

Singleton had begun his investigations of the pos- 
sibilities of fiber from cotton seed hulls some time 
previously, with the idea of perhaps getting a very good 
padding material for horse collars, or ma'ine white 
paper of the “bond” quality. Bu: he was just as willine 
to make it for use in the manufacture of explosives for 
the allies. Under the system which he had devised 
the cotton seed hulls vielded cellulose, valuable in the 
manufacture and purification of explosives 

The plant for extracting fiber from cotton seed hulls 
was begun in November, 1914, received an immense ad. 
dition next vear, so that buildings and grounds required 
so acres of space, and by January, 1916, the new plant 
had a capacity of 6000 to 7000 tons of fiber a month. 


And now comes the thing achieved, the difticulty 
surmounted, which Singleton looks back upon with 
more pride than anything else in his career, proud as 
he deservedly is of the Distinguished Service Medal. 

An economic process for extracting the fiber had 
been perfected, the Du Pont people, after experiments 
at their plant in Delaware, were enthusiastic over the 
new material, Singleton had good contracts and a cosily 
plant nearing completion. when there began to be 
trouble with fires. 

They were not ordinary fires, such as a pro-German 
or a “firebug’’ might have set, and for which the simple 
remedy would have been more watchmen and plenty 
of hose. These fires occurred in the finished material 
Sometimes they would smolder for davs before eveu 
being discovered, and they were vers difficult 
tinguish. 

These fires in the finished material. sometimes found 
in the very center of a bale, cansed a good deal of di 
agreement among the experts. Singleton brought several 
of these gentlemen, it very heavy expense, from New 
York and Chicago, and all they could tell him was that 
the fire probably was caused by particles of foreign

matter getting mixed in with the cotton hull fiber 
‘Singleton knew that much, without being told 
For once it looked as though Singleton would liave 


to go down in defeat. If the fires which broke out in 
the finished material could vot Le controlled, it 
the finish of that enterprise. Aside from the dounge 
to his own plant, the bales could not be shipped. uor 
weuld they be welcomed at places like the Du Pout 
plant, where explosives were being manufactured on an 
enormous scale, , 

“At 3 oclock in the morning of a cold winter's day

that cotton, of squeezing out that fire. 

“Coiton, or anything else, must have air before it w |i 
burn.

perts were fools. and that | was a fool, too, 

No sooner had the thought of compressing the cotior 
seed hull fiber come to him than Singleton jumped o| 
of bed, threw on his clothes and got to the Kast = 
Louis plant as quickly as he could. There, with the aic 
of the nightwatchman, he proceeded to test his theor) 
He wanted to have the point settled and certain ur 
rangemen:s made, before the morning shift of mes 
reacbed the plant to start their day's wor’. 

Ot course, he did not have any instruments io meus 
ure pressure, but with a small box, a vise and «a quan 
tity of fiber it did not take long to measure the amount! 
of compression which would “fireproof” the fiber, or 
even extinguish every spark in a quantity which al-° 
ready was smoldering.
